A s announced exclusively by the Ga­ 
zette yesterday the ccal m ines north of 
town will be re-opened im m ediately. 


According to an announcem ent m ade 
by the operators yesterday work at all 
the properties will be resum ed a t 7 
d'clock tomorrow' morning:. 


The various com panies are advertis­ 
ing for men to go to work a t that time. 


Between 30 and 40 deputy sheriffs 
were sworn in yesterday and ordered 
to report at the nun««! this m orning. 
1 he operations will b-j carried on under 
the protection of the deputies, although 
it Is the opinion of the mine ow ners 
that there will be but little, if any 
trouble. 


Advertising for Men. 


^he various em ploym ent agencies of 
the city have been approached by the 
operators and arrangem ents made for 
sending as m any men to the offices of 
the com panies in the city, and the sup­ 
erintendents at the mines, as possible. 
H ie m ines em ploy 2.i0 men when they 
are running full, but the operators es­ 
tim ate that they will be able to' begin 
the mining of coal 
with 
much less 
than that number. 


It w as announced cy one of Hie op­ 
erators yesterday that the m ines were 
fn such a condition ihat. all that was 
needed was several sh'-ts to loosen the 
coal in the extrem e ends of the shaft, 
to send down hundreds of tons, which 
could be shoveled into the mine ears b 
anyone who could handle a shovel. This 
will not require skilled men, he said, 
and for that reason i'_ will not be hard 
to start work. 


Old Scale of Wages. 


According to the operators, the men 
who will be employed, will go to work 
at the rate of w ages prevailing in the 
mines prior t/> Septem ber 30. 
The ad­ 
vertisem ents set forth the fact that the 
contract with the I'nlted Mine W ork­ 
ers of America expired on Septem ber 
30, and that a demand had been m ade 
for a raise of 20 per cent in w ages, and 
a reduction of hours of labor from 9 to 
8. 
It is further stated that the opera­ 
tors cannot accede to these dem ands 
and com pete with other mines. 


Tlie operators claim they will con­ 
tinue to supply all the dem ands of the, 
local market, w hile tne union men de­ 
clare they will not be able to get the 
men needed to operate the mines.

W hen the applause which greeted his 
arrival had subsided Mr. Chamberlain 
began to speak, and in addition to the 
encouraging cheers from tim e to tim e 
in the course of his ovation he was 
greeted nt the close with a great dem ­ 
onstration. 
The points of 
his 
speech 
attracting remarkable attention w as his 
eulogy of Mr. B alfour and his repudia­ 
tion of the idea of superseding him; 
his representation of the com ing stru g­ 
gle as one greater in its consequences 
than the Boer war; his declaration that 
all w orking men in the colonies 
wei•« 
protectionists and that any labor lead­ 
ers v isitin g the colonies would in evita­ 
bly be converted to protection; his de­ 
scription of the A m erican tariff as an 
abom ination and his curious presenta­ 
tion of the case as affecting the work- 
ingm en’ji exchequer. Thus, according to 
him, the increased cost of the new du­ 
ties to the laborer would be nine jipd 
on e-h alf farthings 
(four 
and 
three- 
quarter cents) to the artisan 10 farr 
things (five tfents) w'hile >the saving-- by 
the proposed, reduction 'to the laborer 
would be 18 farthings (nine cents) and 
to the artisan 19 farthings nine and onc- 
haif cents). 


Mr. Chamberlain’s Speech. 


Mr. Cham berlain, 
com m encing 
his 
speech, said that his first duty w as to 
thank the great representative audi­ 
ence for offering him the opportunity 
of explaining for the first tim e In som e 
detail his view s on the subject of the 
fiscal policy in the city from which 
free trade first took birth and in which 
Adam Sm ith taught. 
Continuing, he 
paid a tribute to Adam Smith, to whom 
however, he said, it w as not given to 
foresee ail the changas which had oc­ 
curred during the last century and a 
half. Smith, nevertheless, w as aw are 
of the im portance of y ie home m arkets 
compared to foreign 
ones, 
and 
Mr. 
Chamberlain had been impressed by the 
m anner in which he advocated retalia­ 
tion under certain conditions and how 
he urged reciprocal trade between the 
colonies and the m other country. Hence 
the speaker w as not afraid in G lasgow 
to com bat free im ports and preach pref­ 


erence to the colonies. 
It w as know n 
to ev eiy man that bcotianil had con­ 
tributed out of all proportion to her 
population to the building up of the 
em pire which genius, cap acity and cour­ 
age had created and m aintained. 


Mr. Chamberlain said: 
“ I don’t regard this as a party m eet­ 
ing. 
1 am no longer a party leader, but 
an outsider. 
1 do not think it right to 
raise an y ex^jusive party issues, but 
after wh it has occurred since the m eet­ 
ing at Sheffield a word or two m ight 
be given me to say that though I am no 
longer u leader I am still a loyal serv­ 
ant to the party 
w hose 
union 
and 
strength is essential to the welfare of 
tho em pire and 
which has 
found a 
leader whotn every mem ber m ay be 
proud to follow." 


High Tribute to Balfour. 


I he speaker paid the highest iribute 
to Mr. Balfour, w ith w hose principles 
and policies he fu lly agreed, and said 
he admired the courage and resources 
with which the premier had faced d iffi­ 
culties unsurpassed tn political history.

It seem s as though in this iW intry 
there have alw ays been men who do 
not know the m eaning of lovalty and 
friendship. 
To them 1 say that noth­ 
ing they m ay do will change in the 
sligh test degree the friendship and con­ 
fidence existing betw een the premier aiiri 
m yself. To my friends am i supporters in 
the great struggle on which I have en ­ 
tered, I say give no encouragem ent to 
mean or libelous insinuations, for in no 
conceivable circum stances w ill [ allow 
m yself to be in any sort of com petition 
direct or indirect with m y friend and 
leader. 


"I have not Invited discussion on a 
question peculiarly w ithin m y province, 
ow ing to my past life and the office 
so recently held. 
T aking up the p osi­ 
tion of a. pioneer I go in front of the 
army. I f the arm y is attack ed I w ill re­ 
turn to it. 
I am a lw ays an optim ist. 
It Is possible that the nation m ay be 
prepared to go farther than the official 
program. 
I now ask the question, is 
it so prepared? 
Great Britain in the. 
past has displayed a great part in the 
w orld's history. 
I desire her to con­ 
tinue and see tlie realization o f the 
great ideal of an em pire such as the 
world has never seen. 
If that is to bo 
attained this m atter should be treated 
on Its m erits, w ithout any personal feel­ 
ing or bitterness, and w ithout entering 
on questions of purely party contro­ 
versy.” 


Signs of Decay in Empire. 


The late colonial 
cretary alluded to 
the recent visit he paid to V enice w hen 
he found 
the 
cam panile, 
w hich bad 
stood for centuries and w hich, w hen 
he previously visited',Venice, seem ed as 
permanent as tho city itself, now a 
m ass of ruins. H e continued: 


“I do not say that I anticipate such 
a fate for tlie B ritish em pire, but I sa y 
that I see signs o f decay, cracks and 
crevices show ing that the foundations 
are not broad and deep enough to su s­ 
tain it. 
Am I w rong to w arn you? 
Is 
it not strange and inconsistent that the 
sam e people who indicted the govern­ 
m ent for its unpreparedness 
in 
the 
South A frican w ar should now denounce 
me in language equally extravagan t 
because I w ant to prepare you for a 
struggle so serious that if w e are de­ 
feated the country w ill lose Its place 
am ong the great nations in a stru ggle 
in w hich w e are invited to m eet w ith 
antiquated m ethods and tactics? ’’ 


A dducing statistics, Mr. Cham berlain 
contrasted the m oderate Increase of 7Ma 
per cent in the export trade of G reat 
Britain and the increase of 30 per cent 
in her population since 1871’, w ith the 
enorm ous increase o f trade in tho U n it­ 
ed States and Germany, and he asked

make his "bluff” good. 


Yesterday w as set for the passing of 
sentence on H ughes, and he w as or­ 
dered brought before the court for that 
purpose. 
The order w as more easily 
given than carried out, however, and 
when Jailor N elson reached his cell for 
the purpose of executing the instruction 
he found that H ughes had barricaded 
his cell door w ith his '-«n cot, and had 
broken out one of the slats and w as 
standing guard, ready to repel an y a t­ 
tempt to take him to the court house. 


H ughes hiid also got hold of several 
bricks and he had them a t his hand for 
use if the iron bar should 
be 
taker, 
aw ay from him. 


Assistance Was Needed. 


A single 
glance 
convinced 
Xelson 
that arty attem pt to take the man in 
that condition 
m eant 
trouble and he 
telephoned for further instructions. 


Judge Cunningham told him to use 
w hat force w as n ecessary and to bring 
his man at all hazards. 
U ndersheriff 
O. P. Grim es w as called to reinforce the 
jailor and he w ent to the county jail 
to look over the situation. 


H e found H ughes well barricaded and 
decided that the fire hose was the only 
weapon to use on him. 
Ue gave in­ 
structions to turn on the water, and 
the command was about to be carried 
out when. H ughes announced that he 
would surrender. 


H e had heard the com m and, and he 
at once cam e to the conclusion that dis­ 
cretion w as the better part of valor. 


Didn’t Like Handcuffs. 


As a precaution, how ever. Jailor N el­ 
son securely handcuffed him before he 
started for the court house. 


W hen brought into the court room he 
began w orking a t his handcuffs, en­ 
deavoring to get them off. 
He finally 
becam e violen t and began shouting at 
the top o f his voice and kicking tables 
and chairs in all directions. 


Several m$n were required to hoid 
him in bis chair, and they were finally 


carried out into the corridor, stru gglin s, 
shouting and sw earing all the time. 


H e 
was 
finally 
overpow ered 
an I 
caught by the arm s and feet and taken 
back into the presence of the court. He 
w as held in this m anner w hile Judgment 
w as pronounced upon him , sentencing 
him to one year In tho penitentiary, and 
when asked if he had. any thing to say, 
he looked fixedly before him and ap­ 
parently heard nothing. 


A fter sentence had been pronounced, 
howerver, his convulsions subsided, and 
he accom panied the officers back to 
the county jail w ithout an y further 
trouble. 


“Roasted” by Court. 


Before 
sentence 
w as 
pronounced 
H ughes’ attorney argued for a m otion 
in arrest of judgm ent, until som e a c­ 
tion could be taken to set aside the 
verdict of the jury in the county court 
w hich had declared him Insane, fn rul­ 
ing on the motion, however. Judge Cun­ 
ningham said he did not believe H ugh?s 
w as Insane at the tim e he com m itted 
the burglary for which he had been con­ 
victed, did not believe he w as insane at 
the tim e he was declared to be such'in 
the county court, and w as not insane 
now. 


"Every actions," he said “proves all 
these convulsions, and apparently inco­ 
herent m um blings and shoutings, to be 
nothing but sham .” 


During H ughes grandstand play it re­ 
quired Sheriff Gilbert, U ndersheriff O. 
P. Grimes, Jailor N elson, Janitor H. W . 
Duncan and several others to hold him 
and finally get him under control, n ot­ 
w ithstanding the 
fact th a t 
he 
w as 
handcuffed. 


Wrists Were Bleeding. 


H e w as panting, from exhaustion w hen 
it w as over, and his w rists w ere bleed­ 
ing in several places w here he had to m 
the skin o ff in his struggle. 
H e w ould 
shout a t the top of his voice, bark like 
a dog and cry piteously a t w hat h e de­ 
clared to be an attem pt to Injure an 
innocent wom an and her little child. 


H ughes kept up the dem onstration 
from the tim e he w as brought before 
the court until, the m otion o f h is a t­ 
torney w as overruled, and his sentence 
w as pronounced, when he calm ed dow n 
and gave no further trouble.

—NUMEROUS FRAUDS. 


CHARLES BUGH GIVEN 


FIFTEEN-YEAR SENTENTE 


Former Editor of Goldfield) Times Will 
Probably Spend Rest of His 
Life in Penitentiary. 


Special to the Gazette. 


Cripple Creek, Oct. 6.—Charles T. Bugh, 
former editor of the Goldfleld Times, was 
sentenced by Judge Seeds this morning to 
15 to 20 years in the state penitentiary at 
Canon City. 
This is the end of a case 
that nearly caused a lynching last June, 
when Bugh was arrested, charged with 
criminal assault on children. 


There remain five sim ilar cases which 
will not be tried now, as the punishment 
ordered today will probably continue un­ 
til the end of his life, the prisoner now 
being over 48 years of age. 


No less than seven informations were 
sworn against Bugh by the district attor­ 
ney on w ell authenticated evidence. Bugh 
was tried on one of these charges the lat­ 
ter part of last week and to the surprise 
of the court and everyone else acquaint­ 
ed with the circumstances, w as acquitted. 
'J'he second information, which cam e up 
today, landed the man in the penitentiary. 


An order for the taking of Bugh to the 
Canon City penitentiary has not, at: yet, 
been issued bv the court, but no time 
will be lost in delivering him to the proper 
authorities at the state penal institution.

However, it is discovered th at many 
‘•princes'’ have given their whole for­ 
tunes for this patent, and among man­ 
ufacturers of patents are 22 persons 
who have w ritten out patents for them ­ 
selves.

THE POWER OF THE MAYOR. 


O 


PPONENTS of the proposed Denver charter which 
was recently defeated at the polls, based one of their 
arguments against it on the ground that it gave too 
much power to tlie mayor. 
They argued that under tiie 
provisions of the proposed charter a "boss" could establish 
himself in an almost impregnable position, controlling 
practically all branches of the city government. 


In this connection the well-known views of Seth lx)w, 
the “reform” mayor of Xew York, are of much interest. 
In a speech at a banquet in Chicago, given to visiting 
mayors from a score of different cities, Mayor Low' de­ 
clared that in cities where administrative power and re­ 
sponsibility had been concentrated in the hands of a 
mayor there had been a distinct gain along the lines of 
business efficiency. 


It will be seen that this view is directly the reverse of 
that of the Denver charter opponents. 
It merely shows, 
however, a different viewpoint, admitting both to be pet’ 
fectly sincere. 


The one-man power gives an honest incumbent of the 
mayor’s office greater opportunity to bring about reforms 
and to enforce efficiency; on the other hand, it piaces the 
municipality more at the mercy of a corrupt or weak 
executive. 
Restricted power means limited opportunity, 
whether for good or evil. 


A compromise between the extremes of unrestricted 
power and of hampering limitations is in reality most in 
accordance with the circumstances of present political 
conditions.

T ha value of the jew els an d 
proeious stones im ported in to 
th o U nited States is often said 
to bo tho best barom eter of the coun­ 
try ’s prosperity, and quite possibly th is 
is the case, since very few gem s are 
produced in tho U nited S tates and 
since tho dem and for them , w hich m ust 
be satisfied by transportation, is n o t 
likely to bo widespread unless people 
are m aking m ore m oney th an they 
actually need to accord 
w ith 
th eir 
standards of living. 
There aro said 
to bo som e people who will go w ith 
em pty stom achs in order to sp o rt dia­ 
monds, but these in th e aggregate are 
probably not num erous, and at an y ra te 
tlicin purchases through such p riv a­ 
tions cannot be very extensive, since 
one good diam ond or ruby or em erald 
costs about, as much as would feed 
and clot he an ordinary person for a 
year. 
It is a well accepted fact am ong 
tbe dealers in jewels th a t w hen pros­ 
perity is widespread their sales increase 
rapidly, and that w hen hard tim es 
come theirs is about the first business 
to feel the depression. 


T R A D E IN GEMS. 


If it be adm itted th a t the tradef in 
gems is a faithful indication of th e 
industrial situation, one m ust acknow lr 
edge th at the fiscal year w hich ended 
with the first half of 1903 wa8 th e 
most prosperous in the history of th a 
country, for the value of the proclous 
stones im ported during 
th a t 
period 
was far in excess of anything previous­ 
ly recorded 
Aeenrding to the com-* 
pilation 
of the governm ent officials 
which has ju st been com pleted, dia- 
monds and other precious stones of a 
, value 
exceeding 
$.’!(),000,000 
w ere 
! brought into the United States betw een 
June 30, 1902, and June 30, 1903, an d 
even this enorm ous total is probably 
below the actual value, for th e figures 
are taken from the invoices of th e 
im porters, who arc not likely to over­ 
value packages on w hich they musC 
pay a high im port duty. 


It is interesting to com pare th e fig­ 
ures given above w ith those for pre­ 
vious years. 
In 1902 the im portation 
on this count am ounted to $23,000,000; 
in 1901 to $20,000,000; in 1899, to $14,- 
000.000; in 1898 to $9,000,000; in 189? 
to $2.500.000; in 1896 to $6,750,000; ia 
J«9.", to $7.000.000; in 1894 to $5,500,000; 
Between 1887 and 1890 they had In­ 
creased from $10,000,000 to $16.000,000, 
but in the next three years they fell 
off even m ore rapidly to $5,600,000. 
T he influence of the ' depression of 
J 80.°. is very clearly m arked in the 
small im portations for the following 
year, w h i l e (he tide of prosperity w hich 
set in in 1898 has carried th e figures 
far beyond all previous records. T hus 
tbe total value of diam onds and other 
gems brought into the United States 
in the year just, ended was half again 
as great as in the preceding year, 
more than twice as great as in 1899, 
and three tim es as great as in any 
year down to 1887.

upon. 


CU TTIN G STONES. 


At present there exists a discrim ina­ 
tion of 10 per cent, in favor of tho cut­ 
ting of precious stones in Am erica, 
with the resu lt th a t a steadily increas­ 
ing proportion of the total Im ports aro 
lit uncut form. 
Thus the value o r un­ 
cut stones 
im ported 
has 
increased 
from $2,500,000 in 18!>8 to $10,000,000 
in 
1903, or about one-third of th o 
total. 


W hile nearly all the diam onds a re 
at present 
produced 
as 
everybody 
kuows, by tho m ines of South A frica, 
most of those brought to tho U nited 
States are shipped from A ntw erp, Am­ 
sterdam or London, and enter th e port 
of New York. 
The tw o form er cities 
arc the center of the diam ond-cutting 
industry, w hile London is th e g reat 
diamond m ark et of th e world, and 
New York occupies a sim ilar position 
in Am erica. 
T he g reatest quantities 
of gems aro brought in by the B ed 
S tar steam ers from A ntw erp an d by 
tjie A m erican line from London via 
Southam pton, 
though 
nearly a ll th e 
fast liners have a share in the trade. 


One m ight suppose this an extrem ely 
profitable kind of cargo for th e steam ­ 
ships to carry since tb e freight is paid 
according to value, and since a sm all 
bcx six inches long and less th an th a t in' 
width and depth m ay pay tw o or th ree 
hundred 
dollars 
In 
tran sp o rtatio n 
charges. 
B ut th is sam e box m ay con­ 
tain a hundred thousand dollars’ w orth 
of gems, and of course p a rt of th e 
freight ra te is really paid for th e in ­ 
surance of their 
Bafe carriage. 
In 
carrying packages of th is trem endous 
value, extraordinary precautions mUBt 
be taken. T hey are im m ured in stro n g 
safes and are carefully guarded, an d 
in addition th e shipper usually tak es 
th e precaution of insuring tfilm w ith 
tho m arine com panies ag ain st th e pos­ 
sible loss of th e vessel.

It is a notew orthy fa c t th a t n o t an 
instance h as been recorded in which 
diam onds have been lo st o r stolen, al­ 
though a m an could easily walk o ff 
w ith half a m illion dollars' w o rth o f 
gem s in h is w aistcoat pockets, were it 
not th a t it is one of th e m ost difficult 
u ndertakings in th e w orld to com m it 
such a th e ft o r even to find w here the 
gems are stored o n shipboard.

New York, Oct. 4.—When 
Cotton 
King Brown reached his office shortly 
after noon today ho talked w ith a 
reporter.

“The estim ate trfat I have settled 
with shorts to the am ount of 25,000 
bales is incorrect,” said 
the cotton 
m an; “it is nearer 200,000 bales.” 


It was estim ated that Brown had 
made $450,000 profits on the, basis of 
the 25,000 bale settlem ent. His profits 
therefore are about $3.600,000. 


“I am glad to discuss the situation,” 
continued Mr. Brown. 
“ I w ant to sot 
m yself clear on m atters of interest to 
the cotton world. 
I have been accused 
of squeezing the spinners. 
T his is 
false; I have only been taking cotton 
from speculators and have been selling 
It to spinners. 
I have never unloaded 
on the public and I never shall. 
If the 
spinners and exporters had taken my 
advice they would be better off today.” 
“W hat caused the bear elem ent in 
the m arket?” was asked. 


"T here were two causes. 
The crop 
was greatly ^overestim ated 
and 
the 
consum ption was underestim ated. 


"M y syndicate’s corner of cotton dif­ 
fered from any other corner ever car­ 
ried out in th e cotton world. 
In the 
first place we own the cotton crop and 
w hen placing it upon the m arket re­ 
quired a contract from every p arty to 
whom we sold th a t th is particular cot­ 
ton should not be offered for sale again 
ou the exchanges of th is country or 
Europe. 
T his in itself exonerates mo 
and m y syndicate from the charge th at 
we have squeezed th e spinner.” 


“ It Is understood th a t George H. 
McFadden 
and 
the 
spinners 
were 
shown the m ost courtesy,” said th e re­ 
porter. 


"T h a t is true,” replied Mr. Brown. 
“W e have done this as far as possi­ 
ble. 
W e have only asked the m arket 
price' for cotton of th e spinners. 


"W hat are th e m arginal profits?” 
Mr. Brown a t first refused to an­ 
sw er th is question, but said later; 


“I cannot answ er th a t fully or in de­ 
tail, 
T will sav, however, th a t we 
bought m ore cotton a t eight and sold 
it a t fourteen th an we have been cred­ 
ited w ith.” 


“W hat effect w ill this corner have?” 
w asasked. 


“It w ill have a very excellent effect 
In m y opinion. 
It w ill clear th e m ar­ 
ket and elim inate th is unw ise specu­ 
lation w hich has alw ays been a dis­ 
turbing elem ent. 


“ It w ill put the m arket on a busi- 
w ere w ho are Interested In th e cotton 
business. 
It m eans th e end of cotton 
speculation.” 


Mr. Brown waB asked who the men 
w eer who are interested In the cotton 
syndicate.

“I cannot tell you th eir nam es," he 
replied, “but I will say th a t th ey are a 
party of gentlem en who live In New 
Orleans.

CASTRO ONCE MORE 
IS HUNTING TROUBLE 


H IS EM ISSARIES DEM AND SEC­ 
OND PAYM ENT OF CUSTOM 
HOUSE DUTIES. 


Tort of Spain, Trinidad, Out. 5.—Kniis- 
sarles of President Castro of Venezuela 
have arrived at Ciudad Bolivar, Vene­ 
zuela, with orders to collect forcibly i)ot 
only the taxes, but custom house duties 
already paid by importers from May, 1902, 
to August, 1903, the period during which 
the revolutionists occupied that city as 
government de facto. 
The amount de­ 
manded is about $1,000,000. 


The foreigners, especially the firms of 
Biohm & Co., German; Palazzt & Co., 
French; Boecardo & Co., Italian, and Dal­ 
ton & Vo., American, have refused to pay, 
claiming that the duties had already been 
legally paid. Menaces and vexatious tac­ 
tics are employed against tho foreigners. 
Herr Sprick, a German, refused to pay 
back duties and a cargo or rum belonging 
to him, which was being tended from 11 
steamer, was seized by the government 
and sold at public auction for almost 
nothing. 
The German merchant In this 
manner lost $25,000. Venezuelan merchants 
who refuse to pay, having no protection, 
are imprisoned.

This feeling of tem porary security on 
the eve of the (Jay th at Russia should, 
but adm ittedly will not, evacuate Man­ 
churia, is due to assurances on the part 
of Japan that so topg as the negotia­ 
tions now' proceeding between herself 
and Russia present ¡1 reasonable pros­ 
pect that a settlem ent will be reached 
Japan will take jio action hostile to 
Russia in the m atter i^f Manchuria. 


It is further learned that these ne­ 
gotiations, looking to a final settlem ent 
of the R usso-Japanese spheres of in­ 
fluence in the far east rind especially 
dealing with the situation In Korea are 
progressing satisfactorily at Tokio, No 
treaty, however, has been signed and 
it is unlikely that the negotiations will 
be concluded by October S, the date 011 
which Russia was to evacuate Man­ 
churia. Russia failure to evacuate M an­ 
churia on that day, however, will not 
precipitate a diplomatic crisis, as J a p ­ 
an. rath er than break off the negotia­ 
tions covering broadly all the iRsues 
between herself and Russia, is willing to 
strain a point Regarding Manchuria in 
the hope of arriving at a satisfactory 
settlem ent. 
In all of this the British 
governm ent acquiesces. 


From the Japanese embassy in Lon­ 
don tho Associated Press has secured 
the following statem ent of the prevail­ 
ing conditions: 


“We are forced lo believe that it is 
physically impossible for Russia to ful­ 
fill her promise to evacuate M anchuria 


by October S. but we do not anticipate a 
crisis on th at account. 
It would be a 
case of m aking the lesser include the 
greater were wc to break off the ne­ 
gotiations now in progress a t Tokio be­ 
cause of R ussia’s failure to keep her 
promise on the exact date. So far as 13 
known here no naval or m ilitary prep­ 
arations have been undertaken by J a p ­ 
an to meet any expected emergency. 


“Obviously we have made 110 repre­ 
sentations to Russia regarding the evac­ 
uation of M anchuria, 
because 
these 
would be distinctly out of order until 
Russia has actually broken her promise. 


"W<? have hopes th at a final settle­ 
ment m ay be reached between Russia 
and rftirselves that will settle once for 
all our outstanding disputes. 


“The negotiations for a. treaty for that 
end have now been transferred lo Tokio. 
where the Russian minister, who is gala 
to be a pacific and broad-minded di­ 
plomat, in carrying on affairs with our 
minister. How long it will be before an 
understanding can be reached it is im­ 
possible to sav.

BULGARIANS HAVE NO FAITH 


IN PROMISES OF REFORM 


Sofia, Oct. 
5.—The 
Austro-Russian 
note to the porte published ysierday 
has been received somewhat skeptically 
in official circles here and among the 
Mcaedonian organizations 
with utter 
disbelief th at any good can come from 
it. 
One point on which all parties are 
agreed is th at action is the only satis­ 
factory pledge of reform that the O tto­ 
man governm ent can give. 
The Bul­ 
garian governm ent is anxious to see 
the promised details of the new m eas­ 
ures, but it is feared th at of they are 
too stringent, T urkey m ay prefer w ar 
to accepting them , while if they are 
not stringent they will certainly 
be 
useless. 


Dr. T artacheff. the president of the 
M acedonian committee, says th at 
he 
does not regard the new note more 
seriously than the form er ones. 
He 
declares th at any system of European 
control Is uselesss unless it has 
the 
power to enforce the reforms, entirely 
Independent of the porte. 


According to a dispatch 
from 
the 
R ila m onastery, a luijge p arty of fu ­ 
gitives from Razlog arid OodleVo, while 
crossing the frontier Sunday morning, 
were continuously fired upon by the 
-Turkish post a t Aiguedk. 
The Turks 
rushed ih e fugitives into Bulgarian ter­ 
ritory iwid killed two of them. 


The frontier authorities on the Philip- 
oppolis side announce th a t the T urks 
have retired from „their posts on the 


frontier lo a distance $T several kilo­ 
meters. This step is regarded as a ruse 
to allow the crossing of bands in order 
to throw the responsibility for subse­ 
quent occurrences 
in 
Macedonia on 
Bulgaria. 


Between the elections and the 
w ar 
preparations the m inistry is confronted 
with an aw kward constitutional pre­ 
dicament. The time of a large portion 
of the reserves called to the

It is stated that the Catholic

bishop of Phllipoppolis has sent 
tho 
pope a long account of the situation in 
the vilayet of Adrianopie and has beg­ 
ged his holiness to interfere and

and atrocities.

Fad'ng 
this Bulgaria was warned that she 
would be exposed to the most cruel 
disaster. 


This letter of warniug is held to 
mean a Turkish invasion of Bulgaria 
and a repetition of the Macedonian 
atrocities in Bulgaria itself. 


The foregoing combined with tho 
continued reports of small frontier con­ 
flicts has renewed the war rumors p.nd 
induced the 'eeling that the situation 
is precarious.

Metcalf, superintendent, of the money 
order system of the postoffice depart­ 
ment'. Norman Metcalf, son of Jam es L. 
Metcalf. H arry C. Hallenback. 
presi­ 
dent and general m anager of the W yn- 
kopp. l-Iallenbaek & Crawford 
com­ 
pany of New York, the firm which for 
several years supplied the departm ent 
w ith its money order blanks, and W il­ 
liam O. Doremus, 
who is 
connected 
with the house which has been supply­ 
ing I he stam p-cancelling machine. 


There were 
additional 
indictm ents 
against August W. Maehen, form er su­ 
perintendent. of free delivery; George 
Beavers, form erly chief clerk of the 
.«alary departm ent; VV. Scott Towers, 
who was in charge of a sub-station of 
the W ashington postoffice. and State 
Senator George A. Green of New York, 
lu some cases there were several indict­ 
ments against one person. 


N ature of the Charges. 
Concerning the indictm ents 
against 
Tyner and B arrett, the following state ­ 
m ent was m ade by the postoffice de­ 
partm ent. 


“Three indictm ents charge Tyner and 
B arrett with conspiracy, and two ad­ 
ditional 
indictm ents 
charge 
B arrett 
with agreeing, while still in office, to 
receive fees for services rendered or 
to be rendered in cases pending before 
him as officer. All the indictm ents are 
founded upon tho treatm ent by Tyner 
and B arrett of tho business of tho so- 
called bond investm ent companies. 


“The Indictm ents cite specific cases in 
which B arrett, while 
still 
in 
office 
sought or received l'ees, or In whies, 
after B arrett retired, Tyner referred 
clients to him and approved new con­ 
tracts at his suggestion w ithout even 
reading them over." 


Tho principal charge against Tyner 
and B arrett is m isconduct in office, in 
obstructing and preventing the due and 
orderly adm inistration of the law. 
It 
is stated there were no less than SO 
of the so-called bond Investm ent com­ 
panies to which the opinion of the de­ 
partm ent was sent together w ith the 
circular intim ating th at B urrett’s serv­ 
ices as attorney could be secured. 
Conspiracy to Defraud. 


The charge against H allenbeck and 
the M etcalfs is th a t of conspiracy to 
defraud the United States. 
The com 
patiy of which Hallenbeck ir: at th 
head had a contract w ith the United 
States to furnish the postal service with 
its money order blanks. Norm an Met- 
calf was employed as a clerk in the 
office of the W ynkopp, H allenbeck ib 
Crawford company, a t a salary of $30 a 
week. 
It is alleged th a t a conspiracy 
existed between Hallenbeck and the 
M etcalfs in th a t there was an agree­ 
m ent between them th at there could be 
no Inspection of the form s supplied by 
the company; th at 011 account of this 
agreem ent the forms were printed on 
inferior paper; th at only one side of 
them was lithographed, while the con­ 
tract called «for the lithographing of 


r 
both sides, and th a t by other devices 
the company waii enabled to save largo 
sum s of money a t the expense of the 
government. 
W hile it Is not stated in 
the indictment, it is asserted by the 
postoffice authorities th a t the govern­ 
m ent lost n t least J50.000 In one yeat* 
by this arrangem ent. It is also asserted 
that t h e r e was an agreem ent whereby 
the contracting company 
paid younff 
M etcalf one and one-quarter cents for 
each book of forms shipped and it ia 
stated th at the shipm ents for one year 
reached as high as 800,000 books. 
The 
allegation is m ade th a t the elder M et­ 
calf secured the paym ent for the in­ 
ferior work supplied by the contractors. 
The new charge against Machen is that 
of accepting a bribe in connection w ith 
the delivery of badges worn by rural 
free delivery carriers, which were made 
by Charles J. Heller of Philadelphia. 


Beavers and Doremus. 


There 
are two

indictm ents 
a.gainst Beavers, one of them charging 
him w ith accepting $25 each on a n um ­ 
ber of books sold to the governm ent by 
Scott. Towers and others, alleged m is­ 
conduct in the purchase of stam p can« 
celling machines from W. D. Doremus. 
Towers is also Indicted In connection 
with Beavers cjn the. charge of agreeing 
to pay Beavers $25 on each machine. 


A fter the indictm ents were brought in 
H irrison J. B arrett cam e into court

W orthington, who appears 
for

B arrett and Tyner. 
Mr. W orthington 
said th at his clients were prepared to 
give bond and after .a statem ent of th« 
case by D istrict 
A ttorney 
Taggart 
bond was fixed for B arrett in the Bum 
of $10,000 and for Tyner in the sum o£ 
$5.ono. 


Mr. Tyner was not in court and iC 
w as stated that he was too ill to at­ 
tend. 
The elder M etcalf was also in 
court and his bond w as fixed at $10,000.

LUNATIC AT 
WHITE HOUSE 


ARMED 
IN SA N E 
M AN 
DETER­ 
M INED TO SEE PRESIDENT 
ROOSEVELT 
BUT W AS 
OVERPOWERED. 


W ashington, Oct. 5.—A desperate hand 
to hand encounter w ith an arm ed insane 
man, who was determ ined to see Presi­ 
dent Roosevelt, occurred In the vesti­ 
bule of the W hite house shortly before 
noon today. 


The man, who gave his name as Peter 
IOlllot^ and his home as Minneapolis, 
was overpowered by the officers on 
duty a t the W hite house entrance and 
carried to a police van which had been 
summoned. 
He was placed in the van 
in the custody of two officers. 
Seem­ 
ing to realize then for the first time 
th at he was under arrest, Elliott began 
a furious struggle w ith his captors for 
liberty. 
He drew a revolver and a t­ 
tempted to shoot Officer Jam es Ciscle. 
The officer grabbed 
his 
hand 
and 
wrenched the weapon from his grasp. 
Elliott's struggles were so fierce, how­ 
ever, that the two 
officers 
in 
the 
c r a m p e d quarters of tho van were un­ 
able to overcome him. 
Officer Ciscle 
then drew his revolver and fired two 
shots to a ttra c t attention. 


Chief Usher Thom as Stone and Of­ 
ficer P arker of the W hite house force, 
who had assisted in carrying Klllott 
to the van, attracted by the 
shots, 
rushed back to the vehicle and assisted 
In overpowering him. 


In the struggle within the police van 
ICIllott had broken a glass panel with 
his head, severaly cutting lifs head and 
face. 
Officer Ciscle sustained a serious 
cut on his right arm , two inches of 
flesh being cut out of the fleshy p art 
of the arm . 
He suffered considerably 
from loss of blood, but his injury Is not 
serious. 
The van w as hurried to the 
emergency hospital, where the injuries 
of both C iscle'and Elliott were dressed. 


Kiliott i.s undoubtedly violently in­ 
sane. Several days ago Secretary 1-oeb 
received a letter postm arked W ashing­ 
ton and w ritten on letter paper of the 
St. Jam es hotel, this city. 
T h e 'letter 
inclosed a protograph of Elliott and an 
incoherent request for an interview with 
President Roosevelt. 
The letter 
was 
signed “ Peter Ell." the statem ent being 
made immediately under the signature 
that the w riter was registered at the 
h o t e l as P eter Elliott. 
It was evident 
to Secretary I<Of*b that his eorrespon'’ 
ent was insane and he issued direction 
at n n e e th a t the officers on duty but 
a t the W hite house and at the execu­ 
tive offices should be on 
their guard 
against 
him. 
The 
photograph 
was

General Court Martial Ordered and a Number of 


the Chief Officers of National Guard 


Summoned to Denver. 


Denver, Oct 6.—In connection -with 


rumors'that a scandal of wide-reaching 
character has developed in the man- 
agement of the Cripplo Creek cam- 
paign of the Colorado National guard 
Governor James 
H. Peabody today 


gave out the following statement: 
•"Charges and specifications against 
certain men and officers, in the Colo- 
rado, 'National guard have been filed 
with 'me which will be Immediately 
inquirtd";into. They are charges of a 
mpst: serious nature and I shall order 
a'court martial to investigate thorn 
thoroughly. 
The charges filed with 


me vill ho probed to the very bottom, 
and anyone found guilty o! the charges 
made, no matter who he is, will not 
be permitted to escape punishment; 
no matter whether It is an officer o£ 
the highest rank or a private without 
rank. 


"General Chase has not bcbn re- 


moved, but he will remain in Denver 
lor the present. 


"The court martial that t have or- 


dered will convene In Denver as soon 
as it can conveniently do so, I have 
not determined who will be appointed 
on &" 


Tb.e, governor declined to give the 


names:of any of those against whom 
charges have been made, but'it is an- 
nounced .that Adjutant General Sher- 
manyM.-Bell, Colonel Frederick Gross, 
paymaster general; Frank Klmball, 
assistant paymaster general; Major Ar- 
thur>H. Williams, General Chase's ad- 
jutant,' and perhaps others, have been 


ordered to Denver at once, though 
whether to stand trial or to appear as 
witnesses is not positively known. 


Among the charges to be investi- 
gated are said to be: 


Padded pay rolls; the employment of 


superfluous generals and colonels* ;«ho 
draw the salary of their rank, but who 
perform sergeants' duties; general ex- 
travagance in the purchase of supplies 
for the commissary department; that 
certain officers have been securing a 
rake-off from contractors; the Issu- 
ance by wholesale of transportation be- 
tween Cripple Creek and Denver to 
officers and enlisted men, their fami- 
lies and friends and charging thp same 
to the state; the charge that the 
:>oi-- 


keeping of the camp is done in su'cli a 
way as to admit ot grafting; the sur- 
reptitous raising of men with a "pull" 
from non-commissioned officers to cap- 
tains, majors and colonels; the erec- 
tion of separate quarters for each colo- 
nel, thus Involving the state in a heavy 
but practically needless expense; the 
purchase of spoiled beef for the en- 
listed men at sky high prices; care- 
lessness and recklessness in the han- 
dling of finances that is said to bo ap- 
palling. 


The above charges are said to have 


been filed by General Chase against 
subordinate officers, while charges of 
excedlng his authority and disrgardlng 
tho direct orders of the cornmander-in- 
chief, governor Peabody, are said to 
be made against the commanding gen- 
eral himself.

Old Scale of Wages.

8. It is further stated that the opera- 
tors cannot accede, to'these demands 
and compete with other mines.

When the applause which greeted his 
arrival had subsided Mr. Chfimberlnln 
began to apeak, and in addition, to the 
encouraging cheers from time to time 
In the course of his ovation he was 
greeted at'the close with a great dem- 
onstration. The points of his speech 
attracting- remarkable attention was his 
eulogy of Mr. Balfour and his repudia- 
tion of the Idea of superseding him; 
his representation of the coming strug- 
gle as one greater In its consequences 
than the Boer war; His declaration that, 
fill working men in the colonies wei-e 
protectionists and that any labor lead- 
ers visiting the colonies would inevita-, 
bly be converted to protection;.his de- 
scription of the' American;tariff 'aa an 
abomination and '.his' curious -presenta- 
tion of the case as affecting the work- 
Ingmen's exchequer. Thus, according'to 
him, th "Increased'cost ,of the new du- 
ties to the. laborer would be nine and 
one-ljalf ifarthlngs 
(four and three- 


quarter c'eqts)' to the artisan 10 fari 
things '(five ^ents) KifhJle'Jthej^viii'S^lW 
the proposed,' reduction "ftb the laborer 
would be 18 farthings (nine cents) and 
to the artisan 19 farthings nine and one- 
half cents). 


Mr. Chamberlain's Speech. 


> Mr. Charhb*rlain, 
commencing his 


speech, said that his first duty was to 
thank the great representative audi- 
ence for .offering- him the opportunity 
of explaining for the first time In some 
detail his. views on the subject of the 
fiscal policy In the city from which 
free trade first took birth and in which 
Adam Smith taught. 
Continuing, he 


paid a. tribute to Adam Smith, to whom 
however, he said. It was not clven to 
foresee all the changes which had oc- 
curred during the last century and a 
half. S|nith, nevertheless, was aware 
of the importance of yie home markets 
compared to foreign 
ones, and 
Mr. 


Cham berlain; had been Impressed by the 
manner in which he advocated retalia- 
tion under certain, conditions and how 
he urged reciprocal trade between the 
colonies and the mother country. Hence 
the speaker "was not afraid in Glasgow 
to combat free imports and preach pref- 


erence to the colonies. It was known 
to every man that Scotland had con- 
tributed out of all proportion to her 
population to the building up of the 
empire which genius, capacity and cour- 
age had created and maintained. 


Mr. Chamberlain said: 
"I'don't regard this as a party meet- 


ing. I am no .longer a party leader, but 
an outsider. ,1 do not think it right to 
raise any excjuslve party Issues, but 
after what has occurred since tho meet- 
Ing- at Sheffield a word or two might 
be given me to say that though I am no 
longer a leader I am still a loyal serv- 
ant to tho .party whose 
union and 


strength la essential .to the welfare of 
the empire und 
which bus 
found a 


leader whom every member may be 
proud to follow." 


High Tributu to Balfour. 


The speaker paid the highest tribute 
to Mr. Balfour. with whose principles 
and policies ho fully agreed, and said 
ne: admired the courage and resources 
with which the premier had faced diffi- 
culties unsurpassed in political history. 
Mr. Chamberlain continued: ^ 


It seems as though in this country 
there have always been men who do 
not know the meaning of loyalty and 
friendship. To them I Bay that noth- 
ing ,they may do will change lit, tho 
slightest degree the friendship ana con- 
fidence existing between the premier and 
myself. To my friends and supporters in 
the great struggle on which I havo'en- 
tered, I say give no encouragement to 
mean or llbcious Insinuations, for in.no 
conceivable circumstances will I allow 
myself to be in any sort of competition 
direct or Indirect with my friend 'and 
leader. 
. 


"I have not Invited discussion on a 
question peculiarly within my province 
owing, to my past life'and tho of flee 
so recently held. Taking up the posi- 
tion of a pioneer I go In front of the- 
army. If the army'is, attacked I .will re- 
turn to it. I am always an optimist. 
It is possible that the nation may bo 
prepared to go farther than the official 
program. I now ask the question, is 
it so prepared? Great Britain in, the 
past has displayed a great part in the 
world's history. I desire her to con- 
tinue and see the realization of''. the 
great Ideal of an empire such, as the 
world has never seen. If that Is to bo 
attained this, matter should be'treated 
on-its merits, without any.personal feel- 
ing or bitterness, and without entering 
on questions o£ purely party contro- 
versy." 
' 


Signs of Decay in Empire. 


The late colonial '^cretary alluded to 
the recent visit hejpatd to Venice when, 
'he found the canip^nile*.: -whiclv had 
stood for centuries' and -which, when 
he previously vjtelted< Venice,ftsdmed as 
permanent; as'the'city itself.' now a 
mass Of ruins.*- 'He continued: ' •'•• 
: 


"I do not say that"! anticipate !such 


a fate for the British empire, but I'say 
that I see signs of decay, cracks and 
crevices showing that the foundations 
are not broad and deep enough'to sus- 
tain it. Am I wrong to warn yoii? Ik 
it not strange and Inconsistent that the 
same people who Indicted the govern- 
ment for its unpreparedness In 
the 


South African war should now denounce 
me In language equally extravagant 
because I want to prepare you for'a 
struggle so serious that if we are de- 
feated the country will lose its'place 
among the great nations In a'struggle; 
In which we are invited to meet with 
antiquated methods and tactics?" 
' Adducing statistics, Mr. Chamberlain 
contrasted the moderate increase of 7% 
per cent in the export trade of Great 
Britain and the increase of 30 per cent 
In her population since 1872, with the 
enormous increase of trade in the Unit- 
ed States and Ge'rmany, and 'he asked

Yesterday was set for the passing of 


sentence on Hughes, and he was or- 
dered brought before the court for that 
purpose. 
Tho order was more easily 


given than carried .out, however, and 
when Jailor Nelson reached his cell for 
the purpose of executing the instruction 
be found that Hughes had barricaded 
his cell door with his i""n cot, and had 
broken out one of the slats and waa 
standing- guard, ready to repel any at- 
tempt to take him to the court house. 


Hughes luid also got hold of several 
bricks and'he had them at his hand for

away from him. 


Assistance "Was Needed. 


A single glance 
convinced Nelson

Hughes announced that he 
would surrender.

Didn't Like Handcuffs. 


As a precaution, however, Jailor Nel- 
son securely handcuffed him before he 
started for the .court House. 


When brought Into the court room he 
began working at his handcuffs, en- 
deavoring to get them off. He finally 
became vfolejit and began shouting at 
the top of hfr voice and kicking tables 
and chairs. In all dUectlons. 
. 
Seveial 'nien were lequlred to hold 


hjjjJ la bis ohftiivand they were finally 


carried otit into the corridor, struggling, 
shouting and swearing all the time. 
He waa finally overpowered anl 


caught by the arms and feet and taken 
back Into the presence of the court. He 
was held in this manner while judgment 
was pronounced upon him, sentencing 
him to one year In tho penitentiary, and 
when asked If he. had_anything to say, 
he looked fixedly before him and ap- 
parently heard nothing. 


After sentence had been pronounced, 


however, his convulsions subsided,' ana 
he accompanied the officers back to 
the county Juil without any further 
trouble. "Boasted" by Court. 


Before - sentence 
was, pronounced

in arrest of Judgment, until some ac- 
tion could be taken to set aside the 
verdict of the Jury in the county court 
which had declared him Insane.

. "On -the other hand, the protected 
countries, which you have been told, 
and I. myself one time believed were, 
going rapidly to wreck and ruin, have 
progressed infinitely better in propor- 
tion than ourselves, and, instead of, 
M Cobden .believed, our remaining .the 
workshop for the world, we are send- 
ing, less, ana less at our manufactures 
abroad while the'"protected .countries 
are sending more; aiiq, more of their 
manufactures. T^ius;pur manufactured- 
exports from 116,000,000 pounds in 1872 
\have gradually dwindled ;to 73,500,000 
pounds i« 1D02 to,the protected countries 
of Europe and the United States. 
"In the salrhe period our exports to 
non-manufacturing counties like Egypt; 
China and South. America have pracj- 
tlcally remained unchanged. This loss 
' of trade to the protected countries has 
not been not-Iced, hitherto because dur- 
ing the same period our exports to the 
British .cplpnels.have increased in ratio 
to cxSinterhalance this loss and are now 


, more, valuable than our trade with the 
Whole pt Europe and the United States 
together. Our colonial trade in fact is 
the most rapidly increasing, important 
and valuable of all our trade. Mean- 
while'foreign exports to the United 
Kingdom have risen from' 68,000,000 
pounds' in 1872 to 142,000,000 in 1902. I 
do not comment on that,' but when I 
am told that we ought to hold the same 
opinions as our ancestors'I reply that 
•we should if the circumstances required 
the same. 
" 


Essential to Prosperity. 


"I have made, these figures clear. It 
is plain that our imperial trade is es- 
sential to our prosperity. If It de- 
clines on falls to Increase in proportion 
;to bur population and to the loss of our 
foreign trade then we shall sink into 
a fifth rate nation. 'We have reached 
'our highest point and I am not certain 
but Boroe'of my opponents regard that 
•With absolute complacency. I have uie 
misfortune lo be an optimist. I do not 
believe ?Jn the setting of the British 
Star, bpt then 1 do t ot believe In the 
folly of the British people. 1 trust them 
and trust the working classes. I have 
confidence'that, they who are'masters, 
electorally speaking, will have the in- 
telligence to see that they must wake 
'up, that they must mec-t new condi- 
tions -with an altogether new policy. 
., "Have you ever considered why Can- 
ada takes a much larger amount per 
head of British manufacturer^ than the 
United States, Australia thrive as much 
ad Canada and- South Africa more than 
'Australia? These ara all protective 
countries. I see that some of our la- 
bor leaders aro persuading the work- 
men to maintain the Byctem of free im- 
ports. I undertake to say. that not one 
of them could visit tho colonies for six 
months -without singing- a different 
tune. The. vast majority of the work- 
men in the 'colonies are protectionists, 
and I am dlslncljped lo accept the easy 
explanation .that they are all fools. 
I fall to-understand why a man who is 
intelligent here-becomes an Idiot when 
he goes to Australasia. He does, how- 
ever; get rid of a number of old-world 


reciprocal advantage. 
It would not 
have been worth America's while to put 
a duty on an article for which it had no 
particular use or special aptitude.

Plan Briefly Stated. 


With regard to his plan he would 
state It briefly. He proposed to put a 
low duty, not exceeding two shillings 
(48 cents) a quarter on foreign corn but 
none on corn from the British posses- 
sions.

-BVELOPMENTS of the past week in the "near east" 


have not materially changed the "Situation. 
The 


outbreak of war between Turkey ''and Bulgaria is 


apparently less imminent, but there are indications that 
the more optimistic feeling is based upon semblance rather 
than reality. There is reason to believe that the fuse 
leading to the powder magazine has not been extinguished; 1 
it Is not sputtering quite HO brilliantly, -but is burning' 
none the less steadily and surely. 
That pressure, has 


been exerted upon Bulgaria to prevent open hostilities 
there can be no doubt but that this has been perma- 
nently effective is by no nleans established. 


Turkey manifestly is relying upon a continuance of 


the same conditions which for years have permitted the 
existence of the Ottoman empire, namely, the inability 
of the powers, individually or collectively, to agree .upon 
and enforce a program of "permanent and effectual reform. 
The Turkish government has reason to believe that the 
only requirement is to suppress the insurrection, and this 
siippresslbn is proceeding by the usual Turkish methods. 
The massatre of the men, .women and children of a village 
of two or' throe thousand inhabitants is of sufficient im- 
portance to receive mention in press dispatches, but the 
daily slaughter of bands of helpless refugees is so com- 
mon as to attract no notice.' The conferring of a decora- 
tion upon the general in comn-and at the massacre of 
Krushcvo is Sufficient proof that the atrocities are not 
the; excesses of unrestrainable troops but are part of the 
approved plan of campaign. There is little satisfaction 
to be gained froni:.the reports of actual fighting between 
armed bands of insurgents and Turkish soldiers in which 
the Turkish losses have been heavy, for the slaying of a 
soldier in the pride of warfare, especially when his re- 
ligious Jfaith teaches him that to-die in battle is the 
surest -route to "everlasting happiness, is no atonement 
for ?the.murder and fiendish torture of helpless women 
end children.
